Cabinet to ask House for 


extension in Rabbinate vote

The Cabinet decided yesterday, 
following 2 request from Religious 
Affairs Minister Zerah Warhaftig, 
to ask the Knesset to postpone the 
elections to the Chief Rabbinate for 
another six weeks. Dr, Warhaftig 
made the request after Knesset 
Interior Committee chairman Mor- 
dechai Surkiss explained that there 
is no possibility for the electlons to 
be held by the prescribed date of 
August 31. (The August 31 date 
already constitutes an extension of 
the original deadline.) 


The Government will thus present 
the Knesset with an amendment to 
the Chief Rabbinate Elections Bill 
when the House meets for a special 
session tomorrow, whereby it will 


be amended to Specify that the 
elections to the Chief Rebbinate 
Council be held by October 16, and 
not August 31. 

Dr. Warhaftig explained to the 
Cabinet — which was not unanimous 
in granting the extension — that the 
recent decision handed down by the 
High Court of Justice, which led to 
resignations from .the electoral com- 
mittee, had impeded the electoral 
process, and that a minimum of 
another six weeks would be needed 
before the elections could be held. 

Despite the fact that the Cabinet 
Ministers were not unanimous in 
granting the extension —- the Mapam 
ministers and Tourism Minister 
Moshe Kol are understood to have 
objected — na alternative proposal 
was put to a vote,

Soviets said quitting 
naval bases in Egypt 


LONDON. — The "Sunday Tele- 
graph” reported yesterday that the 
Soviet withdrawal from HEgypt “has 
spread to the key Mediterranean 
naval bases, thus tilting the East- 
West strategic balauce in the area 
still further in favour of Nato.” 

The paper said: “Mersa Matruh, 
the port 400 kms. northwest of 
Cairo, is a typical example of this 
transformation. Before President Sa- 
dat'’s recent decision this was al- 
most ac autonomous Soviet base. 

“By last waek, according to re- 
Uable reports, all the depot ships 
had gone. So hed most of the 
Soviet personnel statiuned at the 
base. It was here that President 
Sadat himself and hig guest, Pre- 
sident Gaddafi of Libya, were re- 
fused entry earlier this year by 
the Soviet area commander. They 
were admitted only after a two- 
hour delay. 

“Security control of the base al- 
ready passed from Russian into 
Egyptian hands last month, with 
Egyptian army detachments now 
patrolling the perimeter. 


"Meanwhile, at the day-to-day 
working level in Egypt, relations 
between the Russians and the 
Egyptians seem to be getting worse 
rather than better. Indeed, it seems 
to be 8 rancorous as well as an 
inglorious parting. 


“There were several reports of 
friction between Egyptian Customs 
officials and departing Soviet ser- 
vicemen caught trying to smuggle 
acquisitions out of the country. 
There have 5150 heen many cases 
reported, mainly concerning Soviet 
rank and file personnel, of delib- 
erate defaulting on rent and other 
domestic payments.” 


STILL WANTS SUMMIT 


CAIRO (UPI). —- Egypt is continu- 
ing its efforts to arrange a Cairo- 
Moscow summit even though there 
are obstacles on the way to such 
a meeting, acting Egyptian Foreign 
Minister, Mohammed el-Zayyat said 
yesterday. He was quoted in an in- 
terview in “Rose el-Youssef."

The visitor stressed that Cairo 
students who demonstrated last Feb- 
ruary over Sadat's relations with 
the Soviet Union, are mainly op- 
posed to the manner in which the 
President runs state affairs and 
want him to step down The stu- 
dents are said to be advocating the 
formation of a collective leadership 


which would include the retired 
comrades of the late President 
Nasser. 


The activity of the students has 
extended to other Egyptian elements 
including the army.

MERGER ISSUE 

As to tomorrow's meeting of 
parlament, to be attended by 
President Sadat, it was still not 
clear yesterday whether the planned 
Egypt-Libya merger would be dis- 
cussed, as previously scheduled. So 
far the general reaction has been 
one of indifference — an implica- 
tion most Egyptians are opposed to 
the union, 

Sadat yesterday sent his Sec- 
retary for Information, Ashraf 
Marwan, to Libya with a special 
messege for CoL Muammar Gauduri. 
The contents of the message were 
not disclosed, but the Middle East 
News Agency said that Marwan 
also carried the text of the proposed 
legislation for the merger.

Scout camp dysentery due 


to. bacteria in 


By YA’ACOV FRIEDLER 
Jerusalem ‘Post Reporter 
HAIFA. — The Regional Health 
Office has traced the dysentery that 
struck 50 scouts at a summer camp 
at Kfar Hahoresh last week to food 
supplied to the camp. The district 
physician, Dr. ¥F. Mossberg. told 
The Jerusalem Post yesterday that 
the dysentery had been traced to 
one of the “Shigella” bacteria dis- 
covered in some minced meat ioaf 
that the 128 scouts in the camp 

had eaten. 

It Is mot certain exactly where 
the food went bad, but it is con- 
sidered probable that it had either 
spoiled while being taken to the camp 
or had been infected by one of the 
cooks who handled it there. All the 
children, some of whom were hos- 
pitalized, have since recovered. The 
outbreak was not serious, although 
the camp was closed by the Scouts 
Organization after the outbreak. 

The Post learned that the food 
was supplied to the camp by the 
students’ restaurant of Haifa Uni- 
versity. An investigation showed 
that the restaurant, opened three 
years ago, has always operated 
without a licence. 

The Post learned that the scout 
camp was also reportedly run with- 
out @ Heence, because the health 
office had found hygiene conditions 
there below Ν 

The University spokesman, Mi- 
ehael Shiloh, told The Post that the 
students’ restaurant is run by three 
partners who won a concession 
from the management. A special

GAZA, — Three young residents of 
Beit Hanun, at the northern end of 
the Gaza Strip, were sentenced by 
@ Military court here yesterday for 
membership in terrorist organiza- 
tions and a spate of grenade-throw- 
ings in 1970. 

The three — Anis Alamawi, 19, 
Muhammad el-Za’anin, 23, and Kha- 
lil '‘Swa'adeh, 17 — were picked up 
at the beginning of ‘the year with 
arms in their possession. They were 
convicted yesterday of a number of 
grenade-throwings at civilian and 
military vehicles, and of iegal arms 
possession and membership in ter- 
rorist organizations. 

Alamawi, a Fatah man, and el- 
Za’anin of the Popular Liberation 
Forces were each sentenced to five 
years in prison plus a further five- 
year suspended term. Swa’adeh, also 
of the P.L.F., got four years in jail 
plus four years suspended. 

The three’s grenade-throwings had 
caused damage but no injuries.

escaped terrorist 


BEERSHEBA. — The search cop- 
tinued last night for escaped ter- 
rorist Mahmoud Lufdi. Police said 
they inclined more and more toward 
the idea that the 20-year-old Gaza 
Strip man made his way out of the 
Central Negev Prison here on Fri- 
day in women's clothes smuggled in 
from the outside. 

Earlier on Friday, Lufdi, who had 
served two years of a 20-year sen- 
tence, had sat with visiting relatives 
among a large crowd of other pri- 
soners and visitors who turned the 
prison lawn into 8 picnic-ground.

Tourists’ likes 
and dislikes 
to be studied 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 

Beginning tomorrow, some 50,000 
tourists and Israelis are to be inter- 
viewed throughout the country in a 
statistical study to determine the 
chief locations visited by holiday- 
makers, according to their origins, 
Hata preferred, means of transport, 
ete. 

The Tourism Ministry spokesman 
yesterday said the study will com- 
prise three separate surveys. The 
results will provide the first reliable 
data on visitors to the seashore and 
other main tourist sites, and the 
volume of traffic on the nzation’s 
main arteries. 

The surveys are to be arranged 
by 8. committee made up of re- 
presentatives of the Ministeries of 
Tourism and Interior and of the 
Jewish Agency, in consultation with 
the Central Bureau Statistics. 

The Centre for Practical Research 
won a tender to carry out the work. 

The first survey will include in- 
terviews at 13 sites, including 
beaches, from Mount Hermon to 
Sharm e-Sheikh, It will include a 
questionnaire which will also invite 
remarks on shortcomings. A second 
survey will count visitors at six 
bathing beaches, and a third will 
record traffic at 24 crossroads. 

Aerial photographs will be used 
to determine the number of visitors 
and density of traffic to bathing 
peaches at Lake Kinneret, the 
Mediterranean and the Red Sea. 


FINES UP TO 1.500 and suspended 
sentences were imposed yesterday 
on 50 truck drivers and building 
materials merchants from the Gaza 
Strip for removing sand from the 
seashore in the Strip without ob- 
talning proper authorization.

HONEYMOON 

In the morning, Gov. Rockefeiler 
— who last visited the country in 
1930 on his honeymoon — toured 
Jerusalem in a minibus with Mayor 
Teddy KoHek as guide. One of the 
Governor's stops was the Rockefel- 
ler Museum, which was’ built after 
his previous visit with funds donated 
by his father. Mr. Rockefeller paused 
there to cali his press officer in 
New York to check on reports that 
George McGovern, the Democratic 
candidate for President, had iabelled 
the Governor’s Israel trip political. 
“The people knéw so well it's not,” 
he ‘sald afterwards. “I'never came 
here while I was running ‘for. office.’ 

He had been scheduled to address 
the Z.0.A. Congress here last month, 
‘but had been forced to postpone the 
trip at the last moment when his 
wife's mother died. 

During the partition vote in the 
UN. in 1947, the Governor said, it 
was he who obtained two votes 
“from friends in Latin American” 
that made partition, and the State 
of Israel, a reality. 

For Mr. Rockefeller and New 
York Attorney-General Louis Lefko- 
witz, who accompanied him, the tour 
of the Capital was almost like being 
on the sidewalks of New York, as 
dozens of tourists from their home 
state came up to exchange greetings 
or to shake hands. On the Mount 
Scopus campus of the Hebrew Uni- 
versity the Governor met 30 students 
from the State University of New 
York who are studying at Hebrew 
University on summer or one-year 
programmes. He himself did not shun 
the tourist’s role, taking numerous 
pictures and ordering the photo- 
graphers who were busily photo- 
graphing him to get out of the way 
πὶ that he could get unobstructed 
shots.

Pulsar ‘visible’ 


to 


Tel Aviv U. team

TEL AVIV. — A husband-and-wife 
research team, John and Neta 
Baheall, have identified the first 
pulsar to be observed: with visible 
ight in a binary system of stars, 

The discovery was made at Tel 
Aviv University's Wise Observatory, 
opened at Mitzpe Ramon in the 
Negev 2 year ago with the as- 
sistance of the Smithsonian In- 
stitute. Tel Aviv University sources 
assert that this “major discovery” 
has been confirmed by Professor W. 
Liller of the Hervard Observatory, 
using photographic plates covering a 
period of many years. 
> The puisar was originally dis- 
covered by scientists using the X- 
yay satellite, Uhuru, put up by the 
American Sclence and Engineering 
Corporation. It was then detected 
by its pulsating X-ray emissions. It 
was also determined that the X-ray 
source orbits around an unseen star, 
just as the moon orbits around the 
earth. That unseen star eclipses or 
hi@es the X-ray source once every 
1.1 days, 

The Behcalls identified the optical 
counterpart of the X-ray source by 
showing that the peculiar star, 
known as HZ Hercules, which is 
one of many stars in the constella- 
tion Hercules, has exactly the same 
orbital period (L7 days} as the X- 
Tay source. This star was previously 
listed in astronomical literature as 
an “irreguler veriable,” i... non- 
periodic in its light output.

Burial society 
wins custody οἵ. 
US. Jew’s body 


HAIFA, — The son of an American 
Jew who died in Haifa was persuad- 
ed to bury his father here, rather 
than take the body back to the U.S. 
The funeral took place yesterday. 

At the request of the local burial 
society, the District Court had issued 
a temporary injunction against re- 
patriating the body of Nehemia Ho- 
rowitz, who passed away last week 
at the age of 81. The son, Saul, had 
wanted to bury his father next to 
his deceased mother in thelr home 
town in New Jersey. 

The burial society argued that, 
under the Anatomy and Pathology 
Law, it was entitled to claim the 
body and bury it in the ‘holy soil 
of the Land of Israel. It elso pointed 
out that the deceased had expressed 
a wish to be buried here. 

The son, who remained in the U.S. 
and was represented in court by an 
American consular official, yesterday 
gave his consent that Nehemia Ho- 
rowitz be buried in Israel.

He was 
speaking at the opening session of 
the fourth biennial meeting of the 
Asian Association for Biological Edu- 
cation, at the Van Leer Institute in 
Jerusalem yesterday. 

Mr. Allon said that, as an Asian, 
he was proud that Israel was a mem- 
ber of the organization. He deplored 
the fact that Pakistan, Malaysia and 
Indonesia had refused to send dele- 
gates. “Surely they would have been 
welcome, along with Arab delegates, 
if they had chosen to come,” he 
sald. It is a pity that tourists from 
Arab countries freely visit the West 
Bank and Israel, but scientists do 
not, he added. 

The Association’s president, Dr. 
L. B. Soriano of the Philippines (a 
relative of the Philippine Ambassa- 
dor here, Dr. Raphaelita Soriano, 
said the teaching of science in high 
schools prepares the young for the 
important issues of our age — such 
85 pollution, the population explo- 
sion and increasing the world’s food 
supplies. 

Hebrew University president Av- 
raham Harman said there is a con- 
stant need to re-evaluate the science 
teaching system, so schools keep up 
with progress.

Scrolls 
publication

The next volume in the "Discov- 
eries in the Judean Desert” series 
on the Dead Sea Scrolls is expected 
to appear soon, after a five-year 
hiatus. 

The Government Antiguities De- 
partment announced on Friday that 
Father Pierre Benoit of the Ecole 
Biblique et Archeolgique Francaise. 
Bast Jerusalem, has succeeded the 
late Father Roland de Vaux as 
editor-in-chief of the series, puh- 
lished by the Oxford Press. 

Publication of the manuscripts αὐ 
the Rockefeller Museum began in 
1955, under Jordanian rule, by ἃ 
team of international scholars. 
Only five volumes have appeared 
so far, and there had heen com- 
plaints in the scholarly world on 
the slow pace of publication. 

After the 1967 war, Israel in- 
formed Father de Vaux that it 
would respect the publication rights 
of scholars to whom the texts from 
Cave 4 at Qumran, housed in the 
Rockefeller Museum, had been allo- 
cated earlier. 

The “New York Times” last week 
complained editorially at the refusal 
of one of the 10 international scha- 
lars entrusted with the Scrolls to 
permit their publication “under any 
form under Israeli auspices." The 
scholar was not identified. 

The next volume to appear will 
contain the report on the excava- 
tions at Cave 4 by Father de Vaux, 
and the publication of tejillin, me- 
suzot and other texts by Dr. J.T. 
Milk. 

The Antiquities Department said 
publication will be under the joint 
auspices of the Ecole Biblique, the 
American School of Oriental Re- 
Search and the Shrine of the Bcok, 
Jerusalem. It is hoped publication 
will now advance rapidly so that 
this important materlal will be 
available to scholars, the announce- 
ment said,

raids in South Vietnam 


SAIGON. — Communist sappers yes 
terday blew up an ammunition 
dump beside the largest U.S. camp 
{n Vietnam, emphasizing an upsurge 
in commando attacks across ‘the 
country and around Saigon. 


The ammunition was stored in the 
South Vietnamese sector of Long 
Binh camp, only 24 kms. northeast 
of the capital, and adjacent to the 
sprawling U.S. compound where the 
majority of the American service- 
men remaining in Vietnam are based, 


The sappers penetrated the camp's 
perimeter defences several hours be- 
fore dawn and escaped after setting 
fire to the dump, The ammunition 
was still exploding at noon. There 
Were no reports of U.S. or South 
Vietnamese casualties. 


The attack was the most spectac- 
ular sabotage incident near Saigon 
of the Communist offensive, and fol- 
lowed other commando-style raids 
and rocket attacks throughout last 
week against several major South 
Vietnamese towns. 

In addition Communist troops and 
sappers have made attacks on or 
near every main roadway leading out 
of Saigon during the past 10 days, 
underscoring President Nguyen Van 
Thieu's prediction at the beginning 
of the month that a major attack 
could soon be expected against Sai- 
gon. 

Heavy fighting was reported yes- 
terday 50 kms. east of the capital, 
around Lai Khe camp on ‘the road 
to An Lec. Military sources said 
government troops, backed by tanks 
and other armoured vehicles, were 
coming under constant shelling and 
ground attacks from the North Viet. 
namese and Viet Cong in rubber 
plantations off the highway. 

The sources reported that up until 
midnight on Saturday seven South 
Vietaamese armoured vehicles had 
been ‘damaged or destroyed, 20 sol- 
diers killed and 60 others wounded. 
Communist casualties were said to 
be 26 killed. Further south, sabo- 
teurs just before dawn on Saturday 
blew 2 culvert on the western sec- 
tor of Route One leading to Cam-~ 
bodia, a government spokesman 
said. It was the second crossing 
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blasted in as many days on the 
highway about 50 kms. northwest of 
Seigon. 

To the air war, the U.S. command 
said an Air Foree F-1 Phantom shot 
down a North Vietnamese Mig-21 
with a missile over the Hanoi area 
as the two planes sped towards

Waldheim boycotting Olympics

BANGUI (AP). — The President 
of the Central African Republic, 
who recently ordered convicted rob- 
bers to be beaten. ome, 1. Coat 
yesterday sharply attac! 
Secretary-General Kurt Waldheim 
for “interference in our country’s 
internal affairs.” 

Dr. Waldheim sent 8 message 
to President Jean-Bedel Bokassa 
following the recent beatings, after 
which the victims were exhibited 
in the centre of Bangui. 

Mr. Bokassa has also ordered to 
eut off the ears or hands of 
thieves and that they be executed 
for a fourth offence. 

Mr. Bokassa said he would not 
hesitate to call Dr. Waldheim “a 
procurer, colonialist and imperialist,” 
but stressed he was referring per- 
sonally to Dr. Waldheim and not 
attacking the U.N. organization. 
Waidheim’s role was to solve the 
problems of peace in the world, 
and not interfere in the internal 
affairs of the Central African Re- 
public, Bokassa said. 

He also attacked the League for 
the Rights of Man for having sent 
@ protest note after the beating 
incident. Mr. Bokassa repeated his 
determination to fight robbery pi- 
tilessly. 

“Let the robbers of the world go 
and pillage the office of the Sec- 
retary-General of the United Na- 
tions or the headquarters of the 
League for the Rights of Man, if 
they want to, but on our soil, we 
say no,” he stated.

MOSCOW (UPI). — A group of 
British scientists, including one 
Nobel prizewinner, is sponsoring an 
appeal seeking permission for Soviet 
chemist Benjamin Levich to emi- 
grate to Israel, sources said yester- 
day. 

Levich, 55-year-old corresponding 
member of the Soviet Academy of 
Sciences and considered one of the 
Soviet Union's highest-ranking 
scientists, applied to emigrate in 
March, 

Im June he was told the applica- 
tion had been turned down, No ex- 
planation was given, the sources 
said. 

Be was forced to turn down an 
offer of a visiting professorship in 
electrochemistry at Oxford Univer- 
sity and refused permission to at- 
tend a meeting of the International 
Society of Electrochemists, of which 
he is vice president, in Stockholm 
later this month, 

The British scientists include 
Royal Society members Derek Bar- 
ton, who won the Nobel prize for 
chemistry in 1969, and Sir Frederick 
Deinton. The sources said they 
would attempt to get as many sig- 
matures as possible on the appeal, 
which would be published in scien- 
tific journals thet circulate in the 
Soviet Union. . 

The sources sald the sponsors 
hoped the appeal would bring suffi- 
cient pressure on Soviet officials to 
allow Levich to leave. 

Levich was dismissed from the 
chair of chemical hydrodynamics at 
Moscow University when his two 
married sons applied to emigrate 
earlier this year. When he submitted 
lus own application, he also lost his 
job as head of the theoretical sec- 
tion at the Electrochemistry Insti- 
tute. 


A report on Dr, Levich published 
in yesterday's “New York Times’ 
says that “his case Is typical of 
those of a number of highly quali- 
fied Jewish intellectuals wno are 
being held here while thousands of 
less qualified Soviet Jews are being 
allowed to emigrate — in ἃ Té- 
markable reversal of Soviet pollcy 
over the last two years.”

Manhunt in Spain: 


By WILLIAM CEMLYN JONES 
MADRID (Ofns).— 
So=SwHERE in the rugged 
mountain area of the province 
of Seville in southern Spain there 
are three young men, two of them 
wounded by police bullets. Tolling 
up the rocky, sun-scorched hillsides, 
1,000 tough members of the. para- 
mittary Guardia Civil, red-faced — 
and not only’ from the Andalusian 
sun — are still trying to find them, 
dead or alive. 

The target of this manhunt is 
26-year-old. Eleuterio Sanchez Rod- 
riguez, known to every Spaniard as 
"ἜΜ Lute.” With him are two brother 
bandits, and every loyal, right-think- 
ing bourgeois citizen of General 
Franco's Spain hopes that the forces 
of law and order will capture these 
dangerous criminals. 

Less loyal Spaniards make no 
secret of their admiration for the 
handsome, cleft-chinned bandit with 
the sad eyes. For El Lute is already 
a folk hero, the subject of several 
ballads written in the argot of his 
clan, the Lengue Merchere. If the

security police succeed in shooting 
El Lute — and it seems unlikely 
that they will ever take him alive — 
they will not so easily kill the 
legend. 

The Guardia Civil, in their tradi- 
tional tricorn hats and green unl- 
forms, were founded in order to wipe 
out bandits in the years following 
the 1806-1814 Peninsular War. To- 
day in the mountains of Seville their 
reputation for ruthless efficiency has 
received a nasty knock, and their 
officers are angry and frustrated, 

They have all the training and 
equipment necessary for a successful 
manhunt, with helicopters scrutiniz- 
ing possible hideawavs, in constant 
radio communication with jeeps be- 
low carrying troops armed with 
machine-pistols and rifles. 

El Lute is a quingni. In Ireland, 
he would be described as a tinker. 
Not a gypsy, but closely allied to 
them, the quingui are second-class 
citizens, “white nomads” mostly illit- 
erate, who cannot get a decent job 
even lf they wanted one, They de- 
spise organized society, are natural 
j rebels, and if they have any political 
affiliations would probably be de- 
scribed as anarchists. They have 
their own customs, their own dialect 
their own loyalties and are passion- 
ately clannish. 


Fame and fortune 


Their only friends are the gitanos, 
the gypsies. Some Spanish gypsies 
achieve fame and vast fortune, usual- 
ly as bullfghters and flamenco art- 
ists. For the quinguis their only hope 
of fame — of a sort — and riches, 
seems to lie in banditry. 

El Lute's first clash with the po- 
lice was when he was picked up as 
ἃ small boy for stealing chickens, 
In May 1965 he and two friends 
were sentenced to death by a mili- 
tary tribunal in Madrid for “armed 
assault and banditry.” A girl was 
sentenced to 12 years for sheltering 
them. General Franco later com- 
muted the death penalty to 30 years’ 
imprisonment, 

The case concerned a raid on a 
jeweller’s shop in Madrid, during 


‘| which a night-watchman was shot 


dead. A few days later, when police 
were closing in on the handits a 
seven-year-old girl was killed by a 
stray bullet — an incident which 
caused popular indignation. It tran- 
spired that the girl was almost cer- 
tainly shot by a police bullet. 

In 1966 El Lute was taken from 


prison to appear as a witness in an- 
other quingui trial in Madrid. (In 
Spain, crimes involving violence, 
even if no politics are concerned, are 
tried by military tribunals.) Heavily 
guarded and handcuffed, El Lute 
hurled himself from the express 
train transporting him to the capital. 

He was recaptured after a motor- 
eyele accident in which he broke his 
arm and locked up in one of Spain's 
top security prisons, in Puerto de 
Santa Maria. There in four years he 
learned to read and write, and also 
kept himself ft with physical exer- 
cises. He also obtained, or made, a 
length of rope. 

On New Year's eve, 1970, there 
was a party in the prison, and while 
the other inmates were singing and 
drinking wine, El Lute used his rope 
to drop over the wall. A guard spot- 
ted him and opened fire with a 
machine-gun, Although wounded in 
the shoulder El Lute swam the near- 
by river and made his getaway. He 
has not been recaptured since. 

El Lute had a girlfriend, 25-year- 
old Consuelo Garcia -- La Chelo — 
and by her he is reputed to have two 
sons, José Maria, aged 10 and David 
aged seven, to whom he is devoted. 
La Chelo broke off her relationship 
with El Lute and last summer he 
defied police traps and kidnapped 
his two sons. Subsequently police 
found the boys and a court has re- 
turned them to their mother. 

Despite numerous rumours and 
tip-offs, and the offer of a substan- 
tial reward, there was no trace of 
EI Lute, but recently he made the 
mistake which led to the current 
manhunt, He tried to change some 
Swiss francs in a bank, and the 
manager recognized him and alert- 
ed the police, 


Forged cards 


His fame is such that any sizeable 
haul from bank, office or jewellery 
shop tends to be attributed to him. 
Last month police traced his apart- 
ment in Malaga, on the Costa del 
Sol. There they found 12 million pe- 
setas (about £72,000), jewellery, a 
collection of forged identity cards 
and photographs of his two sons. 

Before he and his two brother ban- 
dits disappeared into the Seville moun- 
tains, he got away by a hair's 
breadth when police opened fire on 
his car. Inside the car bloodstained 
clothing indicated that two of the 
fugitives had been wounded. i,

Sheikh Mchammed Ali Ja’a- 
bari, who always looks ready to pose 
for a Rembrandt portrait entitled 
“Arab Leader in White Headgear,” 
established another first for a mayor 
of this conservative Moslem centre 
by buying one of the paintings. 

The artist, 24-year-old Isam Badra, 
returned home to Hebron a month 
ago after a year's study at the 
Baghdad Academy of Art. “I'm re- 
turning this autumn for another 
three years, and then I hope to 
study in Europe," he told me, in 
English. “But I wanted my first ex- 
hibition to be here, where I was 
born.” 

Characteristic colour 

Somehow, it struck me that all 
this would have been much iess 
likely six years ago. Perhaps for 
this reason and because dis- 
cussing palettes is easier than dis- 
cussing politics — it was less of a 
problem to make conversation with 
the artist than js often the case 
at galleries. Badra uses a charac- 
teristic touch of orange in almost 
every painting, and I liked his co- 
lours. When I told him so, he said 
"In colour, I akways got the best 
marks at the Academy.” 

Standing in front of a frame 
enclosing a sunlit house among trees, 
he said, "I did this in Bulgaria, 
on my way home.” This painting 
was bought by Ruth Dayan, a guest 
of honour at the exhibition. I spoke 
with Abdul Salarn of El-Azariya, 
a young journalist, broadcaster, pub- 
lisher, and painter; he is one of 
the seven Arab artists whose group 
exhibition was held recently at the 
Tsavta in Tel Aviv.

However, under the bill, which 
will need parliamentary approval, 8. 
hijacker will face between seven 
and 14 years' jail if he tries to 
hijack a plane, and if either pas- 
sengers or crew are hurt the pe- 
nalty can go as high as 21 years.

TWO CONTRACTS

shrewd seller will take some “pocket 
money” along if he is deter- 
tained to see his own firm's contract 
signed. 

There are other companies, most- 
ly Belgian and Italian, the two 
countries where such tactics are 
least frowned upon (although the 
French are none too scrupulous) 
where it is a matter of policy for 
the company to give its employees 
50 per cent of any reduction they 
can achieve on the price of goods 
bought. : 

The “open drawer" device is fre- 
quent in Europe: the buyer excuses 
himself from the office just before 
the contract is to be signed — to 
fill his pen or whatever — and leaves 
the front of his desk open. Its 
contents on his return will deter- 
mine whether the order is signed 
— or whether a last-minute hitch 
develops. < 

A steel suppHer came up against 
a sharp variation. of this not long 
ago when dealing with an Italian 
company. He wag frankly told that 
the sale depended on his acquisition 
of Lot 317 at Sotheby’s. He had 
no idea what the Lot was, stil) less 
what, Jt,would cost kim. He had to 
make a judgment on the’ spot -- 
and agreed. He later found it had 
cost him £700 for a rare piece of 
china. 

There is only a difference of 
degree between this kind of arrange- 
ment and one which involves 
cadeaux daffaires — those splen- 
did presents which arrive unex- 
pectedly. The companies which spe- 
clalize in supplying this kind of 
luxury goods and with whom major 
companies have accounts do a roar- 
ing trade.

TEL AVIV. — Elite management 
and Histadrut representatives ended 
a four-hour meeting here yester- 
day with a statement that the stale- 
mate in the three-week-old Fiite 
strike was “a little bit shaken."

Tourists to Holland 
put off by ‘hippies’ 


HENEIJETTE BOAS 
AMSTERDAM, ~~ Porceleyne Files, 
the largest manufacturer of the so- 
called “Delft blue” porcelain, com- 
plains of considerable financial losses 
last year which it ascribes to the 
mass presence of hippie tourists in 
Howland. 

Porceleyne Fles soyvenirs, such 
as small windmills and tiles, have 
atways been eagerly bought by 
tourists, in particular from the 
U.S. The losses it complains of are 
not caused by any vandalism on the 
part of the hippies, but the fact 
that the ever-increasing presence 
of hippie tourists in Amsterdam has 
deterred visits by the better-class 
type of tourists. 

Hippie tourists are usually not 
interested in souvenirs, even if they 
have the money. Thus the souvenir 
industry suffers from their presence, 
however innocuous most of them 
may be, the company says in its 
1971/72 report. 

400,000 NIGHTS ᾿ 

The souvenir industry is not the 
only one to complain. In the last 
few years, a number of new first- 
class hotels have been opened in 
Amsterdam — end a few others 
are in the process of construction. 
Though the number of tourists who 
spent one or more nights in Ams- 
terdam during the first six months 
of this year wag 706,203, or 37,581 
more than in the corresponding 

of last year, hotels were not 
filled to capacity. 

A report by the Amsterdam Tou- 
rist Office (V.V.V.) for 1971, which 
has just been published, states that 
if Amsterdam hotels are to reach 
the same degree of occupancy 88 
im preceding years, tourism must 
increase by over 400,000 nights. 


Of the over 700,000 tourist nights, 
541,811 were spent in hotels. But 
these include many spent in cheap 
youth hotels, adapted to the needs 
of large groups. 

The sleepers-out under the sky 
in the Vondelpark are of course 
another category. While they caused 
much less trouble than last year, 
sleeping in the open air has now 
been restricted by the Municipailty 
to certain sections of the park. It 
also seems that there are now far 
less criminal elements among the 
sleepers or would-be sleepers. 

Nevertheless, the hippies, in their 
very casual dress, completely dom- 
inate the centre of Amsterdam this 
summer. A normally dressed, mid- 
dle-aged tourist is a very rare 
phenomenon indeed. One explana- 
tion may of course be that better- 
class or older tourists do not spend 
their time sauntering through the 
streets but travel in coaches. 

The Amsterdam Municipality has 
now decided to introduce as from 
January 1, a tourist tax of four per 
cent of the price of a night's lod- 
ging in a hotel, to be paid by the 
tourist. If the price is less than 
F1.7.50 (about IL8.50), there is no 
tax 


The Association of Hotel Owners 


has strongly: protested against the- 


measure, which, -it fears, may put 
customers off. They feel the extra 
four per cent puts Amsterdam at 
a disadvantage compared to other 
capitals. 

At any rate, though this tourist 
tax may deter the better-class tour- 
ist, it will not deter the hippies, 
who usually pay less than F1.7.50 
for a night's lodging. Thus, the 
vielous circle will be closed, they 
say. 


Stolen securities for 


rent by U.S. Mafia 


NEW YORK (UPI). — The U.8. 
businessman with a company in 
trouble so bad it can't stand an 
audit bas a friend. His local Mafia 
capo may be willing to rent him 
some stolen securities to pad his 
assets temporarily. 

Of course, the rental fee will be 
stiff and, thereafter, the helpful 
hoodlum will have something on 
him to use for blackmail 

The availability of stolen sec- 
urities for rent has been known to 
police for some time. It was made 
public by the American Insurance 
Association after Mr, Daniel Mul- 
lane, Security Director of the Wall 
Street firm Loeb, Rhoades Co., told 
the insurance people that under- 
world characters are getting to be 
More knowledgeable about securities 
than even Wall Street workers. 

Some criminals are better trained 
then brokerage-house employees or 
the people in the securities depart~ 
ments of banks and loan companies, 
Mr. Mullane said. They are able to 
steal stocks and bonds and sell or 
use them as loan collateral with 
relative impunity, even though the 
actual methods are complex and 
sophisticated. 

The mushrooming growth of the 
securities business in the 1960s is 
the reason Wall Street and bank 
workers are inadequately trained to 
cope with the organized thieves, he 
said. Most of the actual stealing is 
@one by clerical workers in 
brokerage houses and banks. They 
are bribed or coerced by the 
racketeers and paid only pittances, 
he claimed 

The stolen securities are rarely 
sold in New York The racketeers 
prefer to dispose of them abroad, 
but also find it easy to palm them 
off on banks and investors in the 
American boondocks and in Canada, 
according to Mr. Mullane. 

Good domestic customers for 
stolen securities, he said, include 
building contractors who buy them 
at a discount and put them up as 
collateral on performance bonds. 
The chancen of being caught at this 
are slim, he seid. 

Many of the looted bonds and 
stock certificates are simply put up 
as collateral for loans at banks. 
The bank discovers it has been had 
when the ioan becomes due and the 
borrower has vanished, he noted! 

But the racketeers often resort 
to more devious methods such as 
obtaining false identification to 
match the names on stock certifi- 
cates and opening am account in a 
brokerage house to sell them. Al- 
though he admitted the thieves still 
are on the long end of the score, 
Mr. Mullane sald some progress has 
been made in dealing with them. 

Federal agents manage te recover 


around $25m. in stolen securities 
yearly. But a lot of those represent 
huge losses for banks, brokers and 
other people who have bought them 
or loaned on them innocently. 

Arrests of handlers of stolen sec- 
urities have increased sharply. There 
were 80 such arrests at Kennedy 
Airport in New York alone over a 
two-year period, all resulting from 
thefts of securities from the mails, 
Mr. Mullane said 


Advertisers protest 
rise in rates 
by newspapers 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
TEL AVIV. — The country's main 
advertisers are threatening to take 
action against increased advertising 
rates in the newspapers. 

The general meeting of the Ad- 
vertisers Association of Israel, held 
at the Hilton Hote] here yesterday, 
empowered its executive to take “All 
steps necessary” to avert what they 
consider 2 steep increase in adver- 
tising rates. 

They are ready to agree to a 10- 
per cent increase, but charge that 
the new levels will be from 20 to 40 
per cent higher than current rates. 
The meeting endorsed a tough line 
in current negotiations with news- 
paper publishers. 

‘The meeting protested the removal 
of price control over newspaper ad- 
vertising rates. (Price control was 
lifted by the Ministry of Commerce 
and Industry.) 

Participants charged that rates 
are going up on August 16 in 
“Haaretz.” “Ma'ariv" and “Yediot 
Aharonot,” with “Davar" and The 
Jerusalem Post raising rates as of 
September 1. These five newspapers 
control 70-80 per cent of the adver- 
tising placed in the press. 

(The general rise in The Jerusalem 
Post’s advertising rates will be 10 
per cent.)

_ to expel some fifty thousand 
Asians, holders of British pass- 
ports, from Uganda, has not 
come as a shock to Israel as it 
did to Europe. In the past four 
months, ever since relations 
were ‘broken between Uganda 
and Israel, Amin has been 
charging Israel bade per 
fan plots, spying, chery an 
he even declared that he knew 
for sure that Israel was going 
to, Polson the waters of the 


In such a state of mind, 
‘Amin was capable of unrea- 
sonable acts. Ever since he 
overthrew Dr. Milton Obote, 
Amin ‘has plunged Uganda into 
financial chaos. He needed 
money ‘badly to re-equi 
troops so that they would re- 
main loyal to him. He appealed 
to Israe! to grant him an urgent 
loan, which Israel could not af- 
ford to give. When Libya was 
willing to offer vast sums in a 
hurry, Amin turned against Is- 
rael and brought to a premature 
end the friendly ties that had 
marked Israel-Uganda relations 
since 1960. 

However, the decision to expel 
the Asians, many of whose fa- 
milies have lived in Uganda for 
two and three generations, is in 
line with the desperate mea- 
sures taken by Amin to save 
his regime and his country from 
total economic collapse. He is 
not the first to take such a 
step. Kenya expelled a large num- 
‘ber of Asians a few years ago 
and Britain refused to receive 
many of them because of her 
current policy of limiting non- 
white immigration. 

The expulsion order is an in- 
dication of the growing frustra- 
tion of Amin and his efforts to 
divert attention from the many 
faults of ‘his Government’s mis- 


should feel sympathetic to the 
embattled Asians. They are be- 
ing kicked out because they are 
aliens. Unfortunately they are 
not wanted anywhere, not even 
4n the area from which their 
forefathers came — India and 


. Pakistan, which have a surplus 


of white-collar workers. 
Britain has tried to reason 
with Amin, but he rudely re 
fused even to receive a member 
of the Cabinet sent out espe- 
cially to Kampala. We have yet 
to hear the reaction of india 
and Pakistan to the affair. The 
conference of the Foreign Min- 
{sters of 66 non-aligned nations, 
which ended in Guyana two 
days ago, bad other, and to 
their mind, more important 
matters to take up. They casti- 
ted practically everyone but 
for their sins, But no one 
spoke for the Asians whose 
plight is becoming more serious 
every day. Not only are they 
driven out of Uganda, but they 
cannot take their money out or 
sell their property at anything 
dike its value. They, like many 
Jews before them, are leaving 
the country where they were 
born, penniless. All this is in the 
name of Africanization, 
Amin’s desire to see well-pay- 
‘ng businesses moved into Afri- 
can hands, regardless of whe- 
ther they will be adequately 


operated. 

Ysraelis will watch closely for 
the reaction of the rest of Af- 
rica to this act of xenophobia. 
Whatever are the economic, po- 
litical and nationalist reasons 
which have caused Amin to take 
this drastic step, other African 
Jeaders and public opinion should 
speak out against the mass de- 
portation of 50,000 people whose 
only crime was to have been 
born Asian and to have opted 
at one time for a British pass-
